Caroline Hemenway Harman, a “relatively 
unknown woman” who died in 1940, was the 
center of praise and admiration Tuesday as 
LDS Church dignitaries officially placed her 
name on the new facility which will house the 
Brigham Young University Division of Con- 
tinuing Education.

Harman family were chief donors for the 
Continuing Education Building.
